School Report. 


To THE CrtizENs OF THE ScHOoL District oF MaAprson: 


Following is a report of the schools in Madison for the 
year ending Feb. 15, 1906. 


MADISON CORNER. 


Both terms of this school were taught by Miss Annie Whit- 
aker, a teacher of experience, and a faithful, conscientious 
worker in her school. She has taught in our schools for several 
years, and is respected by parents and pupils. 


SILVER LAKE. 


The first term was taught by Miss Huntoon, who came 
very highly recommended by the School Board of Bradford. 
In our school the advancement and methods used were not what 
we required. This is a good school with an earnest, working 
teacher, which we must have in any school to get satisfactory 
results. 

The fall term was taught by Miss Susan Thomb, a gradu- 
ate of Gorham Normal School, who had had one year's experi- 
ence in teaching. She was well liked by her pupils The 
school made good advancement and was under much better 
discipline than at the commencement of the term. 


NICKERSON SCHOOL. 

Both terms were taught by Miss Leila Hussey, who has 
been in this school for several successive terms, and steady, 
thorough improvement was made as a result of faithful, honest 
work by teacher and pupils. The interest shown by the parents 
adds mach to the success of this school. 


MASON SCHOOL. 


This is always a quiet, well behaved school. Mr. Theodore 
Pearson has taught both terms, completing his second year in 
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this school. Aside from regular routine school work, which 
was thorough, he has introduced some new methods which have 
given the pupils pleasure and useful knowledge. He also gave 
them instruction in geology out of school hours. 


TASKER SCHOOL. 


This school has been fortunate in having the same teacher, 
Miss Hetty C. Dow, for four consecutive terms. Advance- 
ment has not been rapid but very thorough, which means a 
good foundation for future progress. Miss Dow has worked 
hard to keep up the attendance, which was inclined to be ir- 
regular in some cases, and she had the highest ‘‘average at- 
tendance” of any school. 


QUARRY SCHOOL. 


We had one term here taught by Miss Mattie Savary. 
There were only four scholars, three of them being in the 
Primer, but they seemed interested and learned well. Pupils 
from this school were sent to Albany for the last term. 

Our State Superintendent has prepared a Course of Study 
for New Hampshire schools and our teachers are advised to 
adopt it. It is supposed to effect a uniform method of teaching 
throughout the State. Teachers’ meetings have also been es- 
tablished in our town, which will prove beneficial if continued. 

If the parents of Madison would take a more active inter- 
est in their schools, visit them, get acquainted with the 
teachers and show them you have an interest in their work and 
are willing to co-operate with them, you will see better results. 
These facts have been proved to a certain extent in several of 
our schools. Let us hope there will be a more general interest 
in the noble work of education.
